Metropolitan Actuary Esti- 
mates That One Baby in 
Five Has One of Their 


Industrial Policies.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31. — The 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., is 
in the business of industrial insur- 
ance for new born babies on a vast 
scale, according to Malvin E. Davis, 
assistant of the cmpany. 
He estimated that one child out of 
five, under a year, throughout the 
United States, has a Metropolitan 
industrial policy, and that in some 
areas the proportion is one out of 
three. For this country and Can- 
ada. said Davis, the Metropilitan 
en Dec, 31, 1938, had in effect 33,- 
957878 weekly and monthly pre- 
mium industrial poliices, averaging 
$238.90 and involving about 22,500,- 
000 individual policyholders. 

One out of five industrial policies 
in the Metropolitan lapse during 
the first six months, according to 
Davis. and the holders lose to the 
company all premiums paid in. 

The Metropolitan’s non-forfeiture 
Jause does not come into effect 
until 26 weeks after the first pre- 
miu mis paid, he said. After the 
half-year period, Davis added, the 
business rapidly stabilizes. Policies 
alive after six months, he calculat- 
ed, persist for an average of 12% 
years. 

Insurance Firm Family Affair. 

At the morning session Charles 
F Williams, president of the West- 
en & Southern Life Insurance Co. 
of Cincinnati, testified that his con- 
cern was organized as an industrial 
insurance enterprise in 1888, with 
a stock investment of $100,000 and 
working capital of $30,000.

He described Western & South- 
ern Life as having the fourth larg- 
est volume of industrial business 
in the with operations :n 
Missouri, Lllinois, Indiana, Mich- 
igan, Ohio, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. It has in effect 2,500,000 
industrial and about 25,000 ordinary | 
life policies, with a maturity val 
ue of nearly a billion dollars. In- 
dustrial policies account for $577,- 
000,000 of sum, and ordinary 
life policies for $315,000,000. 

His company, Williams said, is 
Unusual in that it is strictly a fam- 
ily concern. He and his brother, 
the late William J. Williams, owned 
respectively 60 and 40 per cent of 
the original capital, which still is 
held exclusively by .the Williams 
family.

BOSTON, Aug. 31 (AP).-~-Reso- 


lutions demanding that World War. 


veterans receive pensions equiva- 


lent to those awarded 


American war veterans were adopt- 
ed today at the fortieth- annual 
convention of the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars. 

The proposal would give veterans 
a pension upon reaching the age of 
65, provided they had received hon- 


orable discharges and had served 


90 days. At the same time. dis- 
abled veterans would be given pen- 
sions on a graduated scale, depend- 
ing on the degree of their disabil- 
ity. ’ 

The action was taken on voice 
vote with few delegates objecting. 

Congressman Leads Fight. 

Congressman J. E. Van Zandt 
(Rep.). Pennsylvania, led the fight 
for the resolutions. 

“Is it a sin to ask for a pension”’ 
he demanded. “We are simply ask- 
ing Congress to transfer the vet- 
erans to the class where they be- 
long, the preferred class.” 

Paul C. Wohiman of Baltimore, a 
former national commander of the 
organization, opposed the demand 
for a straight pension after 65 de- 
claring it was “not an opportune 
time” and that it might impair ef- 
forts to seek increases for disabled 
veterans. 

Gen. Butler on the War. 

During the debate, Major-General 
Smedley Butler, U. S. Marine Corps, 
retired, declared he didnt see any 
difference “bétween being shot in 
the World War and the Spanish- 
American War.” He added that if 
this country entered another war he 
Was going to see to it that “James 
Roosevelt went along as a private.”
